Pope Paul VI 
Pope A rrives I n US., 
M ukes P eace A ppeal 


NEW YORK (AP)— Pope Paul 
VI arrived on a brief, historic 
visit to the United States today, 
and was borne 24 m iles between 
w alls of cheering humanity to 
St. Patrick’s Cathedral, a sp iri­ 
tual center of Am erican Roman 
Catholicism . 
’’God bless 
this 
land 
of 
yours,” the smiling pontiff said 
as he alighted from a tran sat­ 
lantic jetliner, a thin, earnest 
man 
in white, the first pope 
ever to set foot in the W estern 
H em isphere, on the longest pa­ 
pal journey ever undertaken. 
The cathedral was the first 
stop on Pope Paul’s unique m is­ 
sion of peace — its highlight a 
dram atic appeal to the United 
Nations for an end to dissension 
and war among mankind. Also 
on the agenda was the first 
meeting ever held in this coun­ 
try between a pope and a p resi­ 
dent of the United S tates. P re si­ 
dent Johnson awaited the Pope 
at the Waldorf Tow ers. 
Millions paid tribute to Pope 
Paul in an alm ost universally 
respectful scene. It was m arred 
only slightly by a fake bomb 
th reat telephoned to authorities. 
In bright but biting w eather, 
with a blue car rug around his 
feet, and a bubble-top canopy 
above his head, Pope Paul rode 
for nearly two hours from the 
airp o rt 
to 
mid - Manhattan. 
Crowds on the stree ts were up 
to 50 deep. Thousands looked on 
from hillsides, apartm ents and 
office skyscrapers. H elicopters 
roared above the 30-car motor-! 
cade. 
Through Queens and its hea­ 
vily Jewish are as, through Ne­ 
gro Harlem and Spanish East 


Harlem, through German York­ 
ville, the pontiff proceeded amid 
the crush of spectators to the 
cathedral at Fifth Avenue and 
51st S treet, the tumult of the 
welcome keeping pace with th< 
speed of the motorcade. 
He waved and smiled at the 
throngs. Many among the spec­ 
tato rs had waited all night for 
a glim pse of the Pope. Some 
had bedrolls. At the cathedral 


the onlookers 
surged against 
police barricades. 
The 
Pope 
walked 
up the 
cathedral steps to the sound of 
organ music and chim es. He 
knelt in prayer in the cathedral, 
then 
with 
upraised 
hands 
hands blessed the crowd.

Russia Launches Space 
Rocket Toward Moon 


MOSCOW 
AP -- The Soviet 
Union launched a space rocket 
containing an autom atic station 
toward the moon, a broadcast 
T ass dispatch said today. 
The probe was designated Luna 
7. Tass said the launching was 
by a multistage rocket. 
Tass said the station weighs 
1,506 kilogram s (3,313 pounds). 
“ The final stage had been put 
in advance on an interm ediary 
orbit of a satellite of the earth 
and then in accordance with a 
present program put the auto­ 
m atic station into the trajectory 
of its movement toward the 
moon,” Tass said. 
T ass said the last stage of the 
rocket was put into a parking 
satellite orbit and then the auto­ 
m atic 
station was 
launched 


toward the moon. 
“ The automatic station Luna 
7 
is moving on a trajectory 
which is close to the prescribed 
one,” Tass said. 
The automatic station 
was 
equipped with 
telem etering, 
m easuring and other scientific 
instrum ents. 
The term automatic space sta ­ 
tion normally means the device 
is unmanned. It was expected 
the Russians again would try to 
make a soft landing on the moon 
with the station in a trial run 
for a manned moon flight. 
It was the third Soviet moon 
shot this year. 
The other two 
w ere launched in the sam e way. 
If all goes well, Luna 7 would 
be expected to reach the moon 
Thursday night. 


Senate Set To 
Give Foreign Aid 


Final Approval 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Senate was set today to stam p 
final approval on the foreign aid 
money bill and then plunge into 
debate on President Johnson's 
call for repeal of a ban on union 
shops. 
Opponents of the repeal move, 
led by Republican L eader E ver­ 
ett M. Dirksen of Illinois, have 
lined up more than two dozen 
senators to 
speak at length 
against the House-passed bill to 
junk Section 14B of the Taft- 
Hartley Act. It is this provision 
which perm its states to outlaw 
labor contracts in which union 
m em bership is a condition of 
employment. 
Administration forces claim a 
m ajority of the Senate backs 
repeal. But they are not claim ­ 
ing they have the votes to crack 
a filibuster. This requires two- 
thirds of the senators present 
and voting.

WASHINGTON (AP) — in a 
brief and solemn cerem ony, Abe 
F ortas became todaj an asso­ 
ciate justice of the Supreme 
Court at tile opening of its new 
fall term . 
F ortas, long a close friend 
and 
counselor to President 
Johnson, was welcomed by Chief 
Justice Earl W arren as suc­ 
cesso r to Arthur J. Goldberg, 
who left the court to become 
U. S. am bassador to the bruted 
Nations. He is Johnson’s first 
appointee to the highest tribun- 
al. 
F ortas, 55, is tile 95th justice 
in the nation’s history. 
The judicial oath was adm in­ 
istered by Court Clerk John F. 
Davis.

on water desalination, 
He said the 
President had 
asked him to announce the two 
nations had agreed in principle 
on undertaking a technological 
and economic feasibility study 
of building the big reactor that 
would be designed to desalt 
w ater for these a rrid regions: 
Sonora and Baja California, 
Mexico, and portions of Arizona 
and California. Tile two Mexican 
states are on opposite sides of 


the Gulf of Baja in lower Cali­ 
fornia. 
Hornig added the agreem ent 
is expected to be signed 
in 
Washington la ter this week. 
Other sources told a reporter 
if such a reactor were built it 
would be under the sponsorship 
of the International Atomic En­ 
ergy Agency. 
Presum ably the reactor plant 
vould also furnish electricity in 
addition to desalting sea w ater. 


KUALA LUMPUR, Malaysia 
(AP)—Radio Jakarta said today 
that the Indonesian arm y is 
now in “ firm control” of Jakar­ 
ta but added there are reports 
of Communist activity in other 
parts of the country. 
Tlie broadcast gave no details 
of the Red activity. Indonesian 
observers in Kuala Lum pur said 
Communist param ilitary units, 
who a re believed to have been 
supplied arm s from Red China, 
could be preparing to take on 
arm y units loyal to the govern­ 
ment. 
Associated P re ss correspond­ 
ent Antoine Yared 
reported 
from Jakarta that there were 
fears rebel troops from central 
Java would attack the capital. 
President Sukarno in abroad- 
cast Sunday said he was “ firm ­ 
ly in charge” and “ the le ad e r­ 
ship of the arm y at the moment 
is directly under m e.” 
Sukarno’s broadcast was his 
first public statem ent since a 
“ revolutionary council” led by 


an officer in the president's pal­ 
ace guard attem pted to seize 
power on Thursday. 
Radio Jakarta also confirmed 
that six arm y generals had been 
killed in the uprising. It did not 
identify them but they were be­ 
lieved to include the arm y chief 
of staff, L t. Gen. Achmad Yan!. 
However, Radio Medan, in Su­ 
m atra, 
reported Gen. Abdul 
H aris Nasution, the arm ed forc­ 
es chief and defense m inister, 
was safe at the headquarters of 
Maj. Gen. Suharto. 
B ritish Embassy sources in 
Jakarta reported to Singapore 
hat Suharto and another right­ 
wing general, Maj. Gen. Pram o- 
to, appeared to be in control in 
the capital but that Sukarno was 
trying to reduce their power to 
“ red ress the balance.” 
For years Sukarno has played 
anti-Communist m ilitary lead­ 
ers off against the Com munists, 
but in recent months he had ap­ 
peared to listen more and more 
to the Reds.

RIGHT TO WORK: A CONSTITUTIONAL 
LIBERTY 
The constitutionality of Right To Work mea­ 
sures adopted by Arizona, Nebraska and North 
Carolina was upheld in 1949 by the U. S. 
Supreme Court. The decision was written by 
Justice Hugo Black with the variant concurrence 
of all other Justices (Lincoln Union v. North­ 
western Company, 335 U. S. 525, 531). 
Appearing below are excerpts from the court’s 
decision: 
•*. . .It is also agreed that the state laws 
do not provide protection for union members 
equal to that provided for non-union members. 
But in identical language these state laws forbid 
employers to discriminate against union and non­ 
union members. Nebraska and North Carolina 
thus command equal opportunities for both 
groups of workers. . .** 
. .Much of appellants’ (the unions’) argument 
here seeks to establish that due process of 
law is denied employees and union men by 
that part of these state laws that forbid them 
to make contracts with the employer obligating 
him to refuse to hire or retain non-union 
workers. But that part of these laws does no 
more than provide a method to aid enforcement 
of the heart of the laws, namely, their command 
that employers must not discriminate against 
either union or non-union members because they 
are such. If the states have constitutional 
power to ban such discrimination by law, they 
also have power to ban contracts which if 
performed bring about the prohibited discrim­ 
ination.” 
“ . . .There cannot be wrung frofli a con­ 
stitutional right of workers to assemble to 
discuss improvement of their own working 
standards, a further constitutional right to drive 
remunerative employment all other persons 
who will not or cannot participate in union 
assem blies. The constitutional right of workers 
to assemble, to discuss and formulate plans 
for furthering their own self interest in jobs 
cannot be construed as a constitutional guarantee 
that none shall get and hold jobs except those 
who will join in the assembly or will agree 
to abide by the assembly’s plans. . 
“ . . .Claiming that the Federal Constitution 
itself affords protection for union members 
against discrimination, they (the unions) never­ 
theless assert that the same Constitution forbids 
a state from providing the same protection for 
non-union members. Just as we have held that 
the Ijjue procesjFclause erects no obstacle to 
blockiegislativ^jrotection tor union members, 
we now hold that legislative protection can be 
afforded non-union workers. . .” 
. .Precisely what these state laws do is 
to forbid employers acting alone or in concert 
with labor organizations deliberately to restrict 
employment to none but union members. . 
In legal briefs presented to the Court, attorneys 
attacking the validity of Right To Work legisla­ 
tion asserted “that the right to work as a non­ 
unionist is in no way equivalent to or the 
parallel of the right to work as a union member.” 
The Court ruled: ‘‘We deem it unnecessary 
to elaborate the numerous reasons for our re­ 
jection of this contention of appellants (the 
unions). Nor need we appraise or analyze with 
particularity the rather startling ideas suggested 
to support some of the prem ises on which 
appellants’ conclusions rest. .

OCTOBER CORNFIELD 
Tall stalks stand in straight lines and the 
breeze rustles crinkled, frost-faded leaves. 
As one stands at the edge of the field when 
a pulsing northland breeze passes by, the dry- 
sounding music of the crisp, leathery foliage 
is part of October’s melody. 
A short time ago those long, narrow leaves 
were a rich green and the golden tassels were 
heavy with pollen. When a wind gust passed, 
a shower of pollen grain fell to the waiting 
silks; each silk received a life germ that meant 
a kernel on the cob. One remembers the August 
evening when he stood beside the field and in 
the moist warmth of the darkness thought 
he could hear the corn grow. 
Now it is cool, crisp weather and white 
clouds sail in a blue sky. Hills and valleys 
are a master painting. In the light of the tenth 
month sun, the frost-crisped corn is a picture of 
brown and golds, amber and tan. At high noon 
when mellowness warms the land, there is a 
satisfying fragrance of rich soil. 
As one walks through the rows deep in the 
field, rabbits scurry away and a handsome cock 
pheasant stalks regally along. 
Field mice 
scramble through the weeds and a blue jay 
jets from an ear he was tearing. Soon a man 
will go through the field and harvest the ears, and 
as he works along with a basket that he fills 
and pours into the farm wagon, he feels the 
warmth of the sun on his neck. An October 
cornfield anchors itself deep in a man’s heart. 
He has faithfully nurtured the crop and the 
harvest is good. An October cornfield and a 
man’s life are written in the same language.

“ I had to work 12 hours a day to do it,” he 
explained. 
A son lives in Houston, Tex., and a daughter 
in Orange Grove, Calif. Both are launched on 
successful careers. 
“ If you were to meet either of them they’d 
give me full credit for providing a college 
education,” he said. “And they didn’t have to 
sell even a shoe string to get the money neces­ 
sary for that education.” 
Anyone who takes a ride in this man’s cab, 
ovserves his careful driving habits and his skill 
and listens to his life story is going to be 
impressed. 
There are many college graduates who aren’t 
as successful as he by any fair measurement 
or well understood definition of the term. 
It is unfortunate that more Americans don’t 
take pride in their work and give their efforts 
the dignity that this humble cab driver does. 
This would be a better country if more people 
did. 
There is merit and a genuine public service 
is provided by any person doing any needed 
or worthwhile work. 
Our cab driver friend is aware of the importance 
of his job. He is right in taking it seriously. 
His job has done well by him and he by it. 
He is a success—a great success.

NEW YORK (AP) — At what 
age should men quit work? 
Most pension programs set 
the retirem ent figure at 65. But 
one of the most beloved physi­ 
cians in history once launched a 
lively 
controversy 
by advo­ 
cating that men should cease 
their labors at 60, whether they 
wanted to or not. 
He was Sir William Osier, a 
great 
teacher 
and 
medical 
scholar who once remarked, 
"the desire to take medicine is 
perhaps the greatest feature 
which distinguishes man from 
anim als.” 
The controversy he began is 
recalled in a recent issue of the 
Journal of the American Medi­ 
cal Association. 
The Canadian-born doctor was 
as eloquent with words as with 
the scalpel. 
A great believer in the pro­ 
ductivity of youth, Sir William 
got himself in hot water when, 
in 1905 at the age of 56, he made 
a farewell address at Johns 
Hopkins University before de­ 
parting to take a professorship 
at Oxford. 
Discussing 
his “two fixed 
ideas,** he said in part: 
“ The effective, moving, vital­ 
izing work of the world is done 
between the ages of25and40. 
“ My second fixed idea is the 
uselessness of men above 60 
years of age, and the incalcula­ 
ble benefit it would be in com­ 


m ercial, 
political, and 
in 
professional life, if as a matter 
of course, men stopped work at 
this age.** 
Then, in a humorous vein, he 
mentioned a novel by Anthony 
Trollope, “ The Fixed Period.” 
Its plot hinged around a college 
where, at 60, men retired for a 
year of final contemplation “ be­ 
fore a peaceful departure by 
chloroform.** 
A 
garbled account of the 
speech went around the world 
implying that the great physi­ 
cian himself had advocated eu­ 
thanasia for all men at 60. 
The uproar was international. 
Sir William was denounced in 
p ress and pulpit and received 
hundreds of bitter letters. 
Astounded and saddened, he 
immediately issued a statement 
pointing out he never had said 
men should be chloroformed at 
60. 
Two years later Osier, in an 
article, extended his regrets to 
“ every man over 60 whose spir­ 
its I may have thus unwittingly 
bruised,” but added: 
“ TTie discussion which fol­ 
lowed 
my remarks has not 
changed, 
but has r a t h e r 
strengthened my belief that the 
real work of life is done before 
the fortieth year and that after 
the sixtieth year it would be 
best for the world and best for 
them also if men rested from 
their labors.”

Now a group called the Red­ 
wood Park and Recreation Com­ 
mittee,

Under this program, 
some 
8,000 acres of the most hand­ 
some redwoods, which for years 
have voluntarily been withheld 
from logging by their private 
owners, would be turned over 
to the appropriate government 
agencies by equitable sale or 
exchange. 
These 
areas Include 
the 
world’s 
tallest 
trees, dis­ 
covered only last year, as well 
as superlative parklike groves 
near the famed Avenue of the 
Giants and 20 existing 
state 
parks. 
In addition, the redwood In­ 
dustry would open 
more than 


230.000 acres 
of tax-paying 
timberland to the public under 
the multiple-use concept of con­ 
servation, recreation and man­ 
aged harvesting. 
The committee believes that 
these lands, combined 
with 
those already under state and 
federal ownership, would be 
entirely adequate for the needs 
of the public for generations 
to come. 
Some defenders of the red­ 
wood will undoubtedly disagree. 
But the important thing Is that 
the need to preserve certain 
Irreplacable, original stands of 
the 
inspiring 
redwood 
is 
recognized by both public and 
private Interests. The will Is 
there. 
A final plan that strikes 
a 
Just balance between the rights 
of the people and the economic 
health of the redwood region 
should not be impossible, or 
even very difficult, to achieve.

ROME — The late John F. 
Kennedy used to tell a story on 
Gov. Alfred E. Smith, Catholic 
candidate for president in 1928 
against Herbert Hoover in a 
campaign featuring the charge 
that if Al were elected the Pope 
would move into the 
White 
House. 
"After he was defeated,” said 
Kennedy, "Al Smith sent a tele­ 
gram to the Pope, ‘Unpack.* 
“ In view of what the Catholic 
Church has done to block my 
Aid-To-Education Bill,” con­ 
tinued Kennedy, "I am going to 
send 
a cable to the 
Pope, 
‘Pack.’ ” 
In contrast, Pope Paul is going 
to New York today and the Pres­ 
ident of the United States, a 
deep-dyed Protestant, is flying 
to New York to pay his re­ 
spects. The Pope is not going 
to Washington. 
The late President Kennedy, 
of course, would not have flown 
New York to see the Pope and 
probably would not have been 
enthusiastic about welcoming 
him in the White House. John­ 
son is not afraid politically to 
make the trip: first, because 
he’s a Protestant; second, be­ 
cause he has reached a greater 
accomodation with the Church 
on aid to Catholic schools and 
universities than any 
other 
president in history. 
But there are deeper factors: 
1. The 
greatly 
increased 
tolerance of the American peo­ 
ple, who have come a long way 
from the days in the 1870s when 
Catholics were stoned in the 
streets of Philadelphia, the so­ 
called City of Brotherly Love. 
2. Pope John XXIIL 
VATICAN DEBATE 
Pope 
John undoubtedly did 
more to broaden the Church’s 
friends and policies than any 
other Pope in history. 
Here in Rome, an American 
Protestant remarked to me: 
"John was our Pope as well 
as the Catholics’. He made 
Protestants and Jews feel that 
they 
could be a part of the 
Church, and they can never take 
that away from us.” 
As the Vatican bustled to pre­ 
pare for Pope Paul’s historic 
pilgrimage to New York, how­ 


ever, there was a quiet but 
vitally important debate as to 
whether the above was entirely 
true and whether John’s liberal 
policies were being continued. 
To understand the significance 
of this debate you have to re­ 
member that Pope John gen­ 
erated bitter enemies in high 
Catholic circles. The Italian 
aristocracy made no effort to 
conceal its opposition. Some 
Italian 
leaders claimed that 
John was making the Church a 
women’s institution. Men would 
not attend church, they said, 
because 
services would no 
longer be in Latin. 
The opposition to John was 
not confined to Italian laymen. 
It extended to some of the die­ 
hard Cardinals in the Vatican. 
You have to remember also 
that the Vatican rules not only 
over the biggest and most potent 
moral institution in the world 
but also over one of the wealth­ 
iest. The nephew of the late Pope 
Pius controlled the distribution 
of bottled water to Rome. The 
Georgetown Inn in Washington, 
D. C„ the Watergate Coopera­ 
tive Apartments near the John 
F. Kennedy Memorial along­ 
side the Potomac—both were 
financed with Vatican funds. 
But Pope John changed much 
of this. His three great goals 
were: I, to improve relations 
with all Christian churches and, 
if possible, bring them into a 
worldwide affiliated church; 2, 
to 
build a bridge 
between 
Catholics and Jews and Mos­ 
lems; 3, to put Church doctrine 
across in modern terms and 
modern language. 
To this end he abolished Pope 
Pius’s ban that Catholics in the 
United States could not belong 
to Kiwanis and Rotary clubs. 
He urged the Catholic bishops 
to open their doors to Prot­ 
estants and Jews, with the re ­ 
sult that in Washington Catholic 
nuns have held open house and 
served tea to the leaders of 
the 
Protestant 
and Jewish 
faiths. 
Also 
in 
Washington, 
Archbishop 
Patrick 
O'Boyle 
serves a Kosher luncheon in 
deference to Jewish rabbis when 
he invites members of all faiths 
to 
the 
Inter-Church Racial 


Council. 
JOHN'S WARMTH 
John 
was a man of great 
warmth, who had seen human 
suffering, in Istanbul during the 
war, he had helped to rescue 
15,000 Rumanian Jews before 
they became victims of Nazi 
prison camps. He went to visit 
the inmates of the prisons of 
Rome on Christm as day. He 
enjoyed a bottle of wine. And 
Ira Hirschmann told me how 
John consumed two bottles with 
him in Istanbul before he got 
down to the important subject 
of rescuing Jews from Rumania. 
All this was behind John’s 
ambitious 
plan 
for 
an Ecu­ 
menical Council to build his 
bridges with other religions. 
This was behind the inspiring 
spectacle of the largest reli­ 
gious body in the world--2,000 
bishops, archbishops and cardi­ 
nals—meeting in Rome to dis­ 
sect the doctrine of the Church 
and bring it up to date. 
This was what Paul VI in­ 
herited. 
Ever since he in­ 
herited it, the man who arrives 
in New York today has been the 
subject of debate by the curious 
of Rome as to whether he would 
follow in John’s footsteps or 
veer over to the conservative 
wing of the Church. In Rome 
he is sometimes called "The 
Hamlet of the Church,” de­ 
bating with himself "To be or 
not to be?” 
But the die is now pretty well 
cast, the debate almost over. 
Paul is not the Hamlet of the 
Catholic Church. He has now 
made his position quite clear— 
that he will not follow the broad, 
liberal policies of Pope John. 
Paul is a cautious man. He 
is 
what 
Dwight Eisenhower 
would call a "prudent man.” 
He is following the middle of 
the road. And the Ecumenical 
Council now sitting to Rome will 
be the last. It will wind up Its 
work sometime before Christ­ 
mas, after absolving the Jews 
for the death of Christ and 
after adopting a resolution for 
religious tolerance. 
But the 
broad-gauged goal of John XXIII 
to 
forge 
religious ties with 
Protestants, Jews, Hindus and 
Moslems will be abandoned. 


resources — resources which 
will be freed by the strengthen­ 
ing of economic ties with our 
trading associates.

Americans 
for Democratic 
Action (ADA) ratings may be ac­

In the 13 Southern 
states, including Oklahoma and 
Kentucky but not Missouri, the 
average ADA rating for Dem­

Republicans in these states, 
Senators lOand Congressmen6. 
In 
Pennsylvania 
and East, 
including West Virginia, Mary­ 
land, Delaware and

land, the rating for Democrats 
is Senators 84 and Congress­ 
men 88; Republicans in these 
states, Senators 46; Congress­ 
men 38. 
Democrats in all 26 other 
states have an average rating 
of Senators 70, Congressmen 
84. Republican Senators in all 
26 other states 20; Congress­ 
men IO. Tlie complete average 
of members in the nation is 
Democrats 73; Republicans 19. 
The average for all members 
combined is 56.

Inside Labor

LBJ Seeking A Magic Rabbit. 
Washington, D. C.: — Is Lyn­ 
don Johnson fresh out of rab­ 
bits? Is he down to the bottom 
of the sombrero or can he 
still pull a hare out of a hat? 
That's what they’re asking 
themselves in the highest labor 
circles when they discuss the 
repeal of “ Fourteen B” —which 
is most of the time now. 
The nation’s “ in” labor lead­ 
ers, 
talking 
amongst them­ 
selves, admit that without one 
more such rabbit, the m aster­ 
ful political magician will fail 
— but not for lack of trying. 
Few 
observers are aware 
that the President not only gave 
labor his word he’d try to push 
through repeal, but that 
he 
would 
smash 
the anti-union 
shop law in this session. 
Such a pledge was made by' 
Mr. Johnson to labor chiefs 
George 
Meany, Dave Dubin- 
sky and Jack Potofsky during 
a confidential White House con­ 
versation as long ago as last 
March IO. 
The Chief Executive asked 
only that they let him pick the 
moment for the big push for 
labor's number one objective. 
With him timing is everything 
and makes politics the art of 
the possible. 
That day he said he'd keep 
Congress in session until New 
Year’s Eve if need be. 
The moment is now, 
and 
labor still is counting on 
the 
rabbits. 
Just the other day 
Meany said: “ Tile filubuster 
must be broken. We are confi­ 
dent that it will be broken. . .** 
Meany rarely says what he 
doesn’t mean. Especially not in 
moments as tense as these for 
labor. 
Why all 
the intensity? The 
basic story has not really been 
told. There's more to it than 
labor's wanting all workers to 
join a union. 
T here's the matter of 
the 
Democratic - labor • liberal 
coalition's control of the next 
Congress. 
The President and his labor 
allies are practical politicians. 
They know the value of money 
and manpower in any election 
— especially 
when 
it 
is 
strategically 
spread across 
scores 
of 
thousands 
of 
precincts. 
This money, this manpower, 
this political network were in­ 
deed valuable during the 19G4 
Presidential campaign despite 
Mr. Johnson's ability to pile 
up votes on his own. 


Labor spent millions to put 
across a liberal - labor con­ 
gressional m ajority. They hit 
the streets with thousands of 
skilled organizers. 
They told their people that 
victory in such a campaign 
would 
mean passage of their 
high priority legislation. And 
highest 
on 
the list, though 
quietest for months was 
the 
repeal of the law which makes 
it unnecessary in 19 states to 
join a union to keep a job. 
Enough freshmen congress­ 
men - including labor leaders 
themselves • • were elected to 
make this Congress so pro­ 
labor that one high spokesman 
said recently: “ So many of our 
proposals have been passed,we 
have no legislative program 
left.” 
But now Senator Dirksen is 
blocking the top goal. And he is 
a brilliant parliam entarian. If 
he 
beats 
the Johnson- labor 
coalition, the Illinois orator will 
do it with the support of Demo­ 
cratic senators. 
Labor’s policy m akers shud­ 
der at the thought. How, they 
ask, will they be able to go 
back to their thousands 
of 
activists and convincingly ex­ 
plain what happened. Certainly 
they'll blame the defeat on the 
Republicans and Southerners. 
But 
they fully 
expect their 
people “ out there” to say, so 
what? We were promised! 
And practical politicans know 
all about the danger of “ what- 
have - you • done - for -me- 
lately” sentiment. 
The sentiment will compound 
as next year's mid-term con­ 
gressional election campaigns 
start. Thousands 
of 
the 
activists will take it easy or sit 
on their hands and union pocket- 
books. This could cost 
the 
liberal - labor coalition over 50 
seats. 
Only once in history has the 
party in power foiled to lose 
seats. That was during 
the 
brutal depression year of 1934. 
But Franklin D. Roosevelt’s 
bloc lost 71 
seats during the 
1938 
congressional election. 
Tile Truman adm inistration lost 
55 seats in 1950. Sim ilar losses 
in 1966 would give Mr. John­ 
son an opposition Congress. 
Such a Congress would serve 
until the 1968 Presidential elec­ 
tion. To prevent that the Pres­ 
ident and the labor leaders will 
keep those lights burning in the 
White House. 
The big hunt for magic rabbits 
is on!

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When I Was A Boy 


As compiled by Ralph Gregory, Curator 
of the Mark Twain Shrine, Florida, from

A 
contemporary of Mark Twain, “ Pappy” 
Blanton wrote of the times and customs 
that were so dear to Twain, and about 
which Twain wrote so many Interesting 
and humorous anecdotes.

October 24, 1919 ent. 
When I was a boy the aver­ 
age country boy did not have 
many playthings, as the boys do 
low; but just the same they en­ 
joyed some sports that, so far 
as I know, are unknown at pres­ 
ent. They had several kinds of 
ball games that they enjoyed 
about as well as do the modern 
base ball fans of today, but the 
real thrill came to the country 
lads during the summer months 
when they accidentally discov­ 
ered a nest of yellow jackets, 
and there must have been mil­ 
lions of yellow jackets then. The 
boys would get a hand full of 
buck brush, and then the battle 
would begin, and notwithstand­ 
ing the fact that some times the 
kids wore nothing but a long lin­ 
en shirt they never stopped un­ 
til they cleaned up the yellow 
jackets. But when the battle was 
over, they were generally stung 
from end to end. 
I have seen 
boys in such a fight, crying from 
the pain of the stings all the 
time the fight was on. Mighty 
few boys now know what a yel­ 
low jacket is, but their dads do. 
When I was a boy there was 
not an Osteopath or Chiroprac­ 
tor on this mundane sphere, nor 
had anyone ever dreamed of 


such a doctor. The people rare­ 
ly 
ever 
called in a regular 
physician, 
but doctored with 
home medicines and a little 
quinine. 
I have often thought 
that people would be better off 
now if they took less medicine, 
especially patent 
medicines. 
Many things 
have 
happened 
since I was a boy, and now we 
have 
osteopaths all over the 
land, 
and they certainly make 
good in most cases. 
When I was a boy Christian 
Science had never entered any­ 
body's mind. Of course we all 
believe in a Supreme Being and 
that he was a rewarder of those 
who diligently seek Him. When 
Christ was on earth 
faith in 
Him healed every one who called 
on him, but he made no charges 
as do some of the modern heal­ 
ers. 
Christian Science, 
like 
many other modern fads and in­ 
stitutions, was unknown when I 
was a boy. There is no telling 
what new thing will be sprung 
on the public before the sun 
sets for me. 
When I was a boy, farm ers 
bought few store goods, calico 
brown 
and bleached domestic 
being the principal things bought 
in dry goods stores, except that 
nearly every woman and girl 


bought a pair of store shoes for 
Sunday wear. There was no rea­ 
dy made clothing In the stores 
for either men or women, so 
their clothes had to be made 
at home. 
All farm ers bought 
sugar and coffee, unless it was 
some who made and used maple 
sugar for home consumption. 
But it was a rare thing for a 
farm er to pay cash for his 
groceries, for he paid for them 
with bacon and generally sold 
enough bacon in the spring to 
pay for a year's supply 
of 
groceries. 
The good women, 
many of them, paid for their 
calico domestic and a pair oi 
Sunday 
shoes, 
with 
dried 
peaches and apples. 
Those 
were the best and most self 
sacrificing women that God ever 
made, I believe. 
When I was a boy there was 
no such thing thought of as a 
Farm Advisor, but those old 
pioneers did not need anybody 
to tell how and when to plant 
corn, or wheat or set out tobac­ 
co, but backed their judgment 
and succeeded in raising just as 
good corn, wheat, oats, and to­ 
bacco as is raised now in coun­ 
ties that are paying their farm 
advisor three thousand dollars a 
year to tell them how to farm. 
The fact is I never knew of a 
crop failure when I was a boy, 
but often hoped for a failure 
of the crop of tobacco plants but 
it never 
came. 
Of course, 
farm ers did not put out as big 
an acreage of any crop as they 
do now, but they got good results 
from the acreage they did plant. 
I'll bet the modem farm er would 
not raise any more stuff than 
their daddies did if they had to 
use the same kind of farm im­ 
plements.

Pope Paul VI 
Pope Arrives In US., 
M akes P eace A ppeal 


NEW YORK (AP)—Pope Paul 
VI arrived on a brief, historic 
visit to the United States today, 
and was borne 24 miles between 
walls of cheering humanity to 
St. Patrick’s Cathedral, a spiri­ 
tual center of American Roman 
Catholicism. 
“ God bless

of 
yours,” the smiling pontiff said 
as he alighted from a transat­ 
lantic jetliner, a thin, earnest 
man 
in white, the first pope 
ever to set foot in the Western 
Hemisphere, on the longest pa­ 
pal journey ever undertaken. 
The cathedral was the first 
stop on Pope Paul’s unique mis­ 
sion of peace — its highlight a 
dramatic appeal to the United 
Nations for an end to dissension 
and war among mankind. Also 
on the agenda was the first 
meeting ever held in this coun­ 
try between a pope and a presi­ 
dent of the United States. Presi­ 
dent Johnson awaited the Pope 
at the Waldorf Towers.

on water desalination. 
He said the President had 
asked him to announce the two 
nations had agreed in principle 
on undertaking a technological 
and economic feasibility study 
of building the big reactor that 
would be designed to desalt 
water for these arrid regions: 
Sonora and Baja California, 
Mexico, and portions of Arizona 
and California. The two Mexican 
states are on opposite sides of 


the Gulf of Baja in lower Cali­ 
fornia. 
Hornig added the agreement 
is expected to be signed 
in 
Washington later this week. 
Other sources told a reporter 
if such a reactor were built lt 
would be under the sponsorship 
of the International Atomic En­ 
ergy Agency. 
Presumably the reactor plant 
vould also furnish electricity in 
addition to desalting sea water.

an officer in the president’s pal­ 
ace guard attempted to seize 
power on Thursday.

It did not 
identify them but they were be­ 
lieved to include the army chief 
of staff, L t. Gen. Achmad Yani.

RIGHT TO WORK: A CONSTITUTIONAL 
LIBERTY 
The constitutionality of Right To Work mea­ 
sures adopted by Arizona, Nebraska and North 
Carolina was upheld in 1949 by the U. S. 
Supreme Court. The decision was written by 
Justice Hugo Black with the variant concurrence 
of all other Justices (Lincoln Union v. North­ 
western Company, 335 U. S. 525, 531). 
Appearing below are excerpts from the court’s 
decision: 
“ . . .It is also agreed that the state laws 
do not provide protection for union members 
equal to that provided for non-union members. 
But in identical language these state laws forbid 
employers to discriminate against union and non­ 
union members. Nebraska and North Carolina 
thus command equal opportunities for both 
groups of workers. . .” 
. .Much of appellants’ (the unions’) argument 
here seeks to establish that due process of 
law is denied employees and union men by 
that part of these state laws that forbid them 
to make contracts with the employer obligating 
him to refuse to hire or retain non-union 
workers. But that part of these laws does no 
more than provide a method to aid enforcement 
of the heart of the laws, namely, their command 
that employers must not discriminate against 
either union or non-union members because they 
are such. If the states have constitutional 
power to ban such discrimination by law, they 
also have power to ban contracts which if 
performed bring about the prohibited (iiscrim- 
ination.” 
“ . . .There cannot be wrung frofli a con­ 
stitutional right of workers to assemble to 
discuss improvement of their own working 
standards, a further constitutional right to drive 
remunerative employment all other persons 
who will not or cannot participate in union 
assem blies. The constitutional right of workers 
to assemble, to discuss and formulate plans 
for furthering their own self interest in jobs 
cannot be construed as a constitutional guarantee 
that none shall get and hold jobs except those 
who will join in the assembly or will agree 
to abide by the assembly’s plans. . .” 
“ . . .Claiming that the Federal Constitution 
itself affords protection for union members 
against discrimination, they (the unions) never­ 
theless assert that the same Constitution forbids 
a state from providing the same protection for 
non-union members. Just as we have held that 
the % ie' procesCfclause erects no obstacle to 
blockiegislativ^jrotection for union members, 
we now hold that legislative protection can be 
afforded non-union workers. . .” 
“ . . .Precisely what these state laws do is 
to forbid employers acting alone or in concert 
with labor organizations deliberately to restrict 
employment to none but union members. . .” 
In legal briefs presented to the Court, attorneys 
attacking the validity of Right To Work legisla­ 
tion asserted “that the right to work as a non- 
unionist is in no way equivalent to or the 
parallel of the right to work as a union member.” 
The Court ruled: “ We deem it unnecessary 
to elaborate the numerous reasons for our re­ 
jection of this contention of appellants (the 
unions). Nor need we appraise or analyze with 
particularity the rather startling ideas suggested 
to support some of the premises on which 
appellants’ conclusions rest. . .’’ (Emphasis 
added)

OCTOBER CORNFIELD 
Tall stalks stand in straight lines and the 
breeze rustles crinkled, frost-faded leaves. 
As one stands at the edge of the field when 
a pulsing northland breeze passes by, the dry- 
sounding music of the crisp, leathery foliage 
is part of October’s melody. 
A short time ago those long, narrow leaves 
were a rich green and the golden tassels were 
heavy with pollen. When a wind gust passed, 
a shower of pollen grain fell to the waiting 
silks; each silk received a life germ that meant 
a kernel on the cob. One remembers the August 
evening when he stood beside the field and in 
the moist warmth of the darkness thought 
he could hear the corn grow. 
Now it is cool, crisp weather and white 
clouds sail in a blue sky. Hills and valleys 
are a master painting. In the light of the tenth 
month sun, the frost-crisped corn is a picture of 
brown and golds, amber and tan. At high noon 
when mellowness warms the land, there is a 
satisfying fragrance of rich soil. 
As one walks through the rows deep in the 
field, rabbits scurry away and a handsome cock 
pheasant stalks regally along. 
Field mice 
scramble through the weeds and a blue jay 
jets from an ear he was tearing. Soon a man 
will go through the field and harvest the ears, and 
as he works along with a basket that he fills 
and pours into the farm wagon, he feels the 
warmth of the sun on his neck. An October 
cornfield anchors itself deep in a man's heart. 
He has faithfully nurtured the crop and the 
harvest is good. An October cornfield and a 
man's life are written in the same language.

The driver then told how he had given two 
children a college education entirely from his 
earnings while driving a cab. 
“ I had to work 12 hours a day to do it,” he 
explained. 
A son lives in Houston, Tex., and a daughter 
in Orange Grove, Calif. Both are launched on 
successful careers. 
“ If you were to meet either of them they’d 
give me full credit for providing a college 
education,” he said. “And they didn't have to 
sell even a shoe string to get the money neces­ 
sary for that education.” 
Anyone who takes a ride in this man’s cab, 
ovserves his careful driving habits and his skill 
and listens to his life story is going to be 
impressed. 
There are many college graduates who aren't 
as successful as he by any fair measurement 
or well understood definition of the term. 
It is unfortunate that more Americans don’t 
take pride in their work and give their efforts 
the dignity that this humble cab driver does. 
This would be a better country if more people 
did. 
There is merit and a genuine public service 
is provided by any person doing any needed 
or worthwhile work. 
Our cab driver friend is aware of the importance 
of his job. He is right in taking it seriously. 
His job has done well by him and he by it. 
He is a success—a great success.

NEW YORK (AP) — At what 
age should men quit work? 
Most pension programs set 
the retirement figure at 65. But 
one of the most beloved physi­ 
cians in history oncelauncheda 
lively controversy by advo­ 
cating that men should cease 
their labors at 60, whether they 
wanted to or not. 
He was Sir William Osier, a 
great 
teacher 
and 
medical 
scholar who once remarked, 
“the desire to take medicine is 
perhaps the greatest feature 
which distinguishes man from 
animals.** 
The controversy he began is 
recalled in a recent issue of the 
Journal of the American Medi­ 
cal Association. 
The Canadian-born doctor was 
as eloquent with words as with 
the scalpel. 
A great believer in the pro­ 
ductivity of youth, Sir William 
got himself in hot water when, 
in 1905 at the age of 56, he made 
a farewell address at Johns 
Hopkins University before de­ 
parting to take a professorship 
at Oxford. 
Discussing 
his “two fixed 
ideas,** he said in part: 
“ The effective, moving, vital­ 
izing work of the world is done 
between the ages cf25and40. 
“ My second fixed idea is the 
uselessness of men above 60 
years of age, and the incalcula­ 
ble benefit it would be in com-

Park. 
California, 
under Gov. Edmund Brown, is 
working on its own plan. The

States, has advanced another. 
Now a group called the Red­ 
wood Park and Recreation Com­ 
mittee, 
composed of repre­ 
sentatives of lumber companies 
and leaders of communities in 
the redwood region dependent 
upon the industry, has presented 
a fourth plan. 
Under this program, 
some 
8,000 acres of the most hand­ 
some redwoods, which for years 
have voluntarily been withheld 
from logging by their private 
owners, would be turned over 
to the appropriate government 
agencies by equitable sale or 
exchange. 
These 
areas Include 
the 
world's 
tallest 
trees, dis­ 
covered only last year, as well 
as superlative parklike groves 
near the famed Avenue of the 
Giants and 20 existing state 
parks. 
In addition, the redwood in­ 
dustry would open 
more than 


230.000 acres 
of tax-paying 
timberland to the public under 
the multiple-use concept of con­ 
servation, recreation and man­ 
aged harvesting. 
The committee believes that 
these lands, combined 
with 
those already under state and 
federal ownership, would be 
entirely adequate for the needs 
of the public for generations 
to come. 
Some defenders of the red­ 
wood will undoubtedly disagree. 
But the important thing is that 
the need to preserve certain 
irreplacable, original stands of 
the 
inspiring 
redwood 
is 
recognized by both public and 
private interests. The will is 
there. 
A final plan that strikes a 
Just balance between the rights 
of the people and the economic 
health of the redwood region 
should not be impossible, or 
even very difficult, to achieve.

mercial,

Then, in a humorous vein, he 
mentioned a novel by Anthony 
Trollope, “ The Fixed Period." 
Its plot hinged around a college 
where, at 60, men retired for a 
year of final contemplation “ be* 
fore a peaceful departure by 
chloroform." 
A 
garbled account of the 
speech went around the world 
implying that the great physi­ 
cian himself had advocated eu­ 
thanasia for all men at 60. 
The uproar was international. 
Sir William was denounced in 
press and pulpit and received 
hundreds of bitter letters. 
Astounded and saddened, he 
immediately issued a statement 
pointing out he never had said 
men should be chloroformed at 
60. 
Two years later Osier, in an 
article, extended his regrets to 
“ every man over 60 whose spir­ 
its I may have thus unwittingly 
bruised," but added: 
“ The discussion which fol­ 
lowed my remarks has not 
changed, 
but has r a t h e r 
strengthened my belief that the 
real work of life is done before 
the fortieth year and that after 
the sixtieth vear it would be 
best for the world and best for 
them also if men rested from 
their labors." 


ROME — The late John F. 
Kennedy used to tell a story on 
Gov. Alfred E, Smith, Catholic 
candidate for president in 1928 
against Herbert Hoover in a 
campaign featuring the charge 
that if A1 were elected the Pope 
would move into the 
White 
House. 
"After he was defeated,” said 
Kennedy, "A1 Smith sent a tele­ 
gram to the Pope, ‘Unpack.’ 
"In view of what the Catholic 
Church has done to block my 
Aid-To-Education Bill,” con­ 
tinued Kennedy, "I am going to 
send 
a cable to the 
Pope, 
‘Pack.’ ” 
In contrast, Pope Paul is going 
to New York today and the Pres­ 
ident of the United States, a 
deep-dyed Protestant, is flying 
to New York to pay his re­ 
spects. The Pope is not going 
to Washington. 
The late President Kennedy, 
of course, would not have flown 
New York to see the Pope and 
probably would not have been 
enthusiastic about welcoming 
him in the White House. John­ 
son is not afraid politically to 
make the trip: first, because 
he’s a Protestant; second, be­ 
cause he has reached a greater 
accomodation with the Church 
on aid to Catholic schools and 
universities than any 
other 
president in history. 
But there are deeper factors: 
1. The 
greatly 
Increased 
tolerance of the American peo­ 
ple, who have come a long way 
from the days in the 1870s when 
Catholics were stoned in the 
streets of Philadelphia, the so- 
called City of Brotherly Love. 
2. Pope John XXIIL 
VATICAN DEBATE 
Pope 
John undoubtedly did 
more to broaden the Church’s 
friends and policies than any 
other Pope in history. 
Here in Rome, an American 
Protestant remarked to me: 
"John was our Pope as well 
as the Catholics’. He made 
Protestants and Jews feel that 
they 
could be a part of the 
Church, and they can never take 
that away from us.” 
As the Vatican bustled to pre­ 
pare for Pope Paul’s historic 
pilgrimage to New York, how- 


By 


ever, there was a quiet but 
vitally important debate as to 
whether the above was entirely 
true and whether John’s liberal 
policies were being continued. 
To understand the significance 
of this debate you have to re­ 
member that Pope John gen­ 
erated bitter enemies in high 
Catholic circles. The Italian 
aristocracy made no effort to 
conceal its opposition. Some 
Italian 
leaders claimed that 
John was making the Church a 
women’s institution. Men would 
not attend church, they said, 
because 
services would no 
longer be in Latin. 
The opposition to John was 
not confined to Italian laymen. 
It extended to some of the die­ 
hard Cardinals in the Vatican. 
You have to remember also 
that the Vatican rules not only 
over the biggest and most potent 
moral institution in the world 
but also over one of the wealth­ 
iest. The nephew of the late Pope 
Plus controlled the distribution 
of bottled water in Rome. The 
Georgetown Inn in Washington, 
D. C., the Watergate Coopera­ 
tive Apartments near the John 
F. Kennedy Memorial along­ 
side the Potomac—both were 
financed with Vatican funds. 
But Pope John changed much 
of this. His three great goals 
were; 1, to improve relations 
with all Christian churches and, 
if possible, bring them into a 
worldwide affiliated church; 2, 
to 
build a bridge 
between 
Catholics and Jews and Mos­ 
lems; 3, to put Church doctrine 
across in modern terms and 
modern language. 
To this end he abolished Pope 
Plus’s ban that Catholics in the 
United States could not belong 
to Kiwanis and Rotary clubs. 
He urged the Catholic bishops 
to open their doors to Prot­ 
estants and Jews, with the re­ 
sult that in Washington Catholic 
nuns have held open house and 
served tea to the leaders of 
the 
Protestant 
and Jewish 
faiths. Also in Washington, 
Archbishop 
Patrick O’Boyle 
serves a Kosher luncheon in 
deference to Jewish rabbis when 
he invites members of all faiths 
to 
the 
Inter-Church Racial 


"CENTER" and “AVERAGE" 
The whereabouts of “ center** 
in public affairs and national 
policy is less certain than it 
has been since the beginning of 
the expression “ right and left 
of 
center.” During the trend 
toward communism and other 
crime, the average may not be 
safe enough for the nation to 
endure, but it would be good 
to ascertain what is “average." 
Americans 
for Democratic 
Action (ADA) ratings may be ac­ 
ceptable to the greatest number 
of arriving at the “average" 
philosophy of members 
of 
Congress. In the 13 Southern 
states, including Oklahoma and 
Kentucky but not Missouri, the 
average ADA rating for Dem­ 
ocrats is Senators 28 and Con­ 
gressmen (Members of 
the 
House of Representatives), 56; 
Republicans in these states, 
Senators 10 and Congressmen 6. 
In 
Pennsylvania and East, 
including West Virginia, Mary­ 
land, Delaware and New Eng­ 
land, the rating for Democrats 
is Senators 84 and Congress­ 
men 88; Republicans in these 
states, Senators 46; Congress­ 
men 38. 
Democrats in all 26 other 
states have an average rating 
of Senators 70, Congressmen 
84. Republican Senators in all 
26 other states 20; Congress­ 
men 10. Tbe complete average 
of members in the nation is 
Democrats 73; Republicans 19. 
The average for all members 
combined is 56. ADA 
ratings 
for the 94 new members are not 
available but are estimates 
comparing their voting record 
with colleagues*. 
To enable the electroate to 
evaluate the present 
trend 
Democratic nominees should 
have an ADA rating or philoso­ 
phy of 66 or higher; Republicans 
21 or less. Members or non­ 
members 
whose philosophy 
falls between these extremes 
can properly stand for nomina­ 
tion for either of whichever 
major party they choose. HLH.

JOHN’S WARMTH 
John 
was a man of great 
warmth, who had seen human 
suffering. In Istanbul during the 
war, he had helped to rescue 
15,000 Rumanian Jews before 
they became victims of Nazi 
prison camps. He went to visit 
the inmates of the prisons of 
Rome on Christmas day. He 
enjoyed a bottle of wine. And 
Ira Hirschmann told me how 
John consumed two bottles with 
him in Istanbul before he got 
down to the important subject 
of rescuing Jews from Rumania. 
All this was behind John’s 
ambitious plan 
for an Ecu­ 
menical Council to build his 
bridges with other religions. 
This was behind the inspiring 
spectacle of the largest reli­ 
gious body in the world—2,000 
bishops, archbishops and cardi­ 
nals—meeting in Rome to dis­ 
sect the doctrine of the Church 
and bring it up to date. 
This was what Paid VI in­ 
herited. 
Ever since he in­ 
herited it, the man who arrives 
in New York today has been the 
subject of debate by the curious 
of Rome as to whether he would 
follow in John’s footsteps or 
veer over to the conservative 
wing of the Church. In Rome 
he is sometimes called “ The 
Hamlet of the Church,” de­ 
bating with himself “ To be or 
not to be?” 
But the die is now pretty well 
cast, the debate almost over. 
Paul is not the Hamlet of the 
Catholic Church. He has now 
made his position quite clear— 
that he will not follow the broad, 
liberal policies of Pope John. 
Paul is a cautious man. He 
is 
what 
Dwight Eisenhower 
would call a "prudent man.’* 
He is following the middle of 
the road. And the Ecumenical 
Council now sitting in Rome will 
be the last. It will wind up its 
work sometime before Christ­ 
mas, after absolving the Jews 
for the death of Christ and 
after adopting a resolution for 
religious tolerance. 
But the 
broad-gauged goal of John XXin 
to forge religious ties with 
Protestants, Jews, Hindus and 
Moslems will be abandoned. 


LBJ Seeking A Magic Rabbit. 
Washington, D. C.: — Is Lyn­ 
don Johnson fresh out of rab­ 
bits? Is he down to the bottom 
of the sombrero or can he 
still pull a hare out of a hat? 
That’s what they’re asking 
themselves in the highest labor 
circles when they discuss the 
repeal of “ Fourteen B” —which 
is most of the time now. 
The nation's “ in" labor lead­ 
ers, 
talking 
amongst them­ 
selves, admit that without one 
more such rabbit, the master­ 
ful political magician will fail 
— but not for lack of trying. 
Few 
observers are aware 
that the President not only gave 
labor his word he'd try to push 
through repeal, but that 
he 
would 
smash 
the anti-union 
shop law in this session. 
Such a pledge was made by 
Mr. Johnson to labor chiefs 
George 
Meany, Dave Dubin- 
sky and jack Potofsky during 
a confidential White House con­ 
versation as long ago as last 
March 10. 
The Chief Executive asked 
only that they let him pick the 
moment for the big push for 
labor’s number one objective. 
With him timing is everything 
and makes politics the art of 
the possible. 
That day he said he'd keep 
Congress in session until New 
Year's Eve if need be. 
The moment is now, 
and 
labor still is counting on the 
rabbits. 
Just the other day 
Meany said: “ The filubuster 
must be broken. We are confi­ 
dent that it will be broken. . ." 
Meany rarely says what he 
doesn't mean. Especially not in 
moments as tense as these for 
labor. 
Why all 
the Intensity? The 
basic story has not really been 
told. There's more to it than 
labor’s wanting all workers to 
join a union. 
There’s the matter of 
the 
Democratic • labor • liberal 
coalition's control of the next 
Congress. 
The President and his labor 
allies are practical politicians. 
They know the value of money 
and manpower in any election 
— especially 
when 
it 
is 
strategically 
spread across 
scores 
of 
thousands 
of 
precincts. 
This money, this manpower, 
this political network were in­ 
deed valuable during the 1964 
Presidential campaign despite 
Mr. Johnson's ability to pile 
up votes on his own. 


Labor spent millions to put 
across a liberal - labor con­ 
gressional majority. They hit 
the streets with thousands of 
skilled organizers. 
They told their people that 
victory in such a campaign 
would 
mean passage of their 
high priority legislation. And 
highest 
on 
the list, though 
quietest for months was 
the 
repeal of the law which makes 
it unnecessary in 19 states to 
join a union to keep a job. 
Enough freshmen congress­ 
men - including labor leaders 
themselves - - were elected to 
make this Congress so pro­ 
labor that one high spokesman 
said recently: “So many of our 
proposals have been passed,we 
have no legislative program 
left." 
But now Senator Dirksen is 
blocking the top goal. And he is 
a brilliant parliamentarian. If 
he 
beats the Johnson-labor 
coalition, the Illinois orator will 
do it with the support of Demo­ 
cratic senators. 
Labor's policy makers shud­ 
der at the thought. How, they 
ask, will they be able to go 
back to their thousands 
of 
activists and convincingly ex­ 
plain what happened. Certainly 
they’ll blame the defeat on the 
Republicans and Southerners. 
But 
they fully 
expect their 
people “ out there" to say, so 
what? We were promised! 
And practical politicans know 
all about the danger of “what- 
have - you - done • for -me- 
lately” sentiment. 
The sentiment will compound 
as next year's mid-term con­ 
gressional election campaigns 
start. Thousands 
of 
the 
activists will take it easy or sit 
on their hands and union pocket- 
books. This could cost 
the 
liberal - labor coalition over 50 
seats. 
Only once in history has the 
party in power failed to lose 
seats: That was during 
the 
brutal depression year of 1934. 
But Franklin D. Roosevelt's 
bloc lost 71 
seats during the 
1938 
congressional election. 
The Truman administration lost 
55 seats in 1950. Similar losses 
in 1966 would give Mr. John­ 
son an opposition Congress. 
Such a Congress would serve 
until the 1968 Presidential elec­ 
tion. To prevent that the Pres­ 
ident and the labor leaders will 
keep those lights burning in the 
White House.

Ground beef is among the top 
meat 
preferences with 
home­ 
makers. 
No wonder! It can be pre­ 
pared in so many different ways, 
ranging from a home-style meat 
loaf to a gourmet-type patty. 
Less-tender cuts like shank, 
flank, round, short plate and 
brisket are used for grinding, 
advises Reba S t a g g s , meat 
authority. This cuts the fibers 
and makes ground beef tender 
enough for broiling, as indicated 
by this recipe for hamburgers. 
Broiling is a method reserved j 
for tender cuts, just as are pan- 
broiling or roasting (baking) as 
in meat loaf. 
When tangy toppings are used 
for ground meat, keep the sea­ 
soning in the beef ’burger to the 
minimum. Only salt and pepper 
are used in most cases. Handle 
the patties as little as possible 
when m i x i n g the seasonings 
with the meat so they remain 
tender.

Harmon Killebrew has lost his 
crown but found the range. 
Killebrew, M innesota's three­ 
tim e home run champion in the 
American 
League, 
officially 
was dethroned by Boston's Tony 
Conlgliaro Sunday, but he 
hit 
his 25th homer in the Twins' 
3-2 victory over seventh-place 
California. 
The number w asn't significant 
but the homer was. Itw asK ille- 
brew 's second in two days and 
third in the last five gam es, 
giving the Twins what they hope 
will be additional power when 
they open the World Series 
against the Los Angeles Dodg­ 
e rs at Minnesota Wednesday. 
Killebrew, 
who m issed 48 
gam es because of a dislocated 
elbow but seem s to have found 
the range just in tim e, finished 
with his lowest hom er total 
since he began playing regular­ 
ly in 1959 when the club still was 
in Washington. 
It was the first tim e he has hit 
less than 30 hom ers and came 
after he had won the hom er title 
three consecutive years with 
totals of 48, 45 and 49. 
Conigliaro, who did not con­ 
nect in ninth-place 
Boston’s 
11-5 loss to the sixth-place 
New 
York Yankees, won the 
crown with 32—the lowest win­ 
ning total since L arry Doby also 
hit 32 for Cleveland 
1954. 
In other season-ending gam es, 
the Chicago White Sox clinched 
second place by defeating Kan­ 
sas City 3-2, Baltim ore wound 
up third witli a 2-1 victory over 
fifth-place Cleveland and eighth- 
place Washington edged fourth- 
place Detroit 3-2. 
In the National League, Los 
Angeles shut out Milwaukee 3-0, 
San Francisco defeated Cincin­ 
nati 6-3, Pittsburgh downed the 
Chicago Cubs 6-3, St. Louis 
whipped Houston 5-2 and Phila­ 
delphia swept the New York 
Mets by 3-1 sco res, winning the 
nightcap in 13 innings. 
Although Killebrew lost his 
title, team m ate Tony Oliva re­ 
tained his, winning the batting 
title with a .321 average as he 
sat out the final gam e. Kille- 
brew 's homer gave the Twins a 
2-0 lead and they added the 
clincher in the third inning 
when Jim m ie Hall singled, stole 
second 
and 
scored 
on Don 
M incher's single. 
Whitey Ford becam e the big­ 
gest winner in Yankee history 
when he posted victory No. 232 
against the Red Sox despite sur­

Tom McGraw hit a hoiner for 
the White Sox in the fifth inning, 
his third in three days, and 
broke a 2-2 tie.

An academic wing, comprising 
more than half of the area of 
the building with a huge re ­ 
source center at the south end, 
and partitions anchored at floor 
and ceiling so they can be taken 
down and moved without struc­ 
tural or material damage to 
floor or ceiling. 
A heat pump assembly to pro­ 
vide heat and air conditioning 
at lowest cost. 
Brick outer wall with black 
interior, the blocks to be pointed 
where exposed on the interior. 
Roofing, except at the gym­ 
nasium dome, to be covered with 
built-up asphalt and 
gravel 
roofing material. 


Acoustical tile ceilings with 
two-hour fire retardant rating. 
Carpeting of three-ply ma­ 
terial, with high density rubber 
backing 
to be used in 
the 
mathematics, business educa­ 
tion, social sciences, language

When I was a boy the aver­ 
age country boy did not have 
many playthings, as the boys do 
now; but just the same they en­ 
joyed some sports that, so far 
as I know, are unknown at pres­ 
ent. They had several kinds of 
ball games that they enjoyed 
about as well as do the modern 
base ball fans of today, but the 
real thrill came to the country 
lads during the summer months 
when they accidentally discov­ 
ered a nest of yellow jackets, 
and there must have been mil­ 
lions of yellow jackets then. The 
boys would get a hand full of 
buck brush, and then the battle 
would begin, and notwithstand­ 
ing the fact that some times the 
kids wore nothing but a long lin­ 
en shirt they never stopped un­ 
til they cleaned up the yellow 
jackets. But when the battle was 
over, they were generally stung 
from end to end. I have seen 
boys in such a fight, crying from 
the pain of the stings all the 
time the fight was on. Mighty 
few boys now know what a yel­ 
low jacket is, but their dads do. 
When I was a boy there was 
not an Osteopath or Chiroprac­ 
tor on this mundane sphere, nor 
had anyone ever dreamed of 


such a doctor. The people rare­ 
ly 
ever called in a regular 
physician, 
but doctored with 
home medicines and a little 
quinine. 
I have often thought 
that people would be better off 
now if they took less medicine, 
especially patent 
medicines. 
Many things have 
happened 
since I was a boy, and now we 
have osteopaths all over the 
land, 
and they certainly make 
good in most cases. 
When I was a boy Christian 
Science had never entered any­ 
body's mind. Of course we all 
believe in a Supreme Being and 
that he was a rewarder of those 
who diligently seek Him. When 
Christ was on earth faith in 
Him healed every one who called 
on him, but he made no charges 
as do some of the modern heal­ 
ers. 
Christian Science, like 
many other modern fads and in­ 
stitutions, was unknown when I 
was a boy. There is no telling 
what new thing will be sprung 
on the public before the sun 
sets for me. 
When I was a boy, farmers 
bought few store goods, calico 
brown 
and bleached domestic 
being the principal things bought 
in dry goods stores, except that 
nearly every woman and girl

bought a pair of store shoes for 
Sunday wear. There was no rea­ 
dy made clothing in the stores 
for either men or women, so 
their clothes had to be made 
at home. All farmers bought 
sugar and coffee, unless it was 
some who made and used maple 
sugar for home consumption. 
But it was a rare thing for a 
farmer to pay cash for his 
groceries, for he paid for them 
with bacon and generally sold 
enough bacon in the spring to 
pay for a year’s supply 
of 
groceries. 
The good women, 
many of them, paid for their 
calico domestic and a pair oi 
Sunday 
shoes, 
with 
dried 
peaches and apples. 
Those 
were the best and most self 
sacrificing women that God ever 
made, I believe. 
When I was a boy there was 
no such thing thought of as a 
Farm Advisor, but those old 
pioneers did not need anybody 
to tell how and when to plant 
corn, or wheat or set out tobac­ 
co, but backed their judgment 
and succeeded in raising just as 
good corn, wheat, oats, and to­ 
bacco as is raised now in coun­ 
ties that are paying their farm 
advisor three thousand dollars a 
year to tell them how to farm. 
The fact is I never knew of a 
crop failure when I was a boy, 
but often hoped for a failure 
of the crop of tobacco plants but 
it never came. 
Of course, 
farmers did not put out as big 
an acreage of any crop as they 
do now, but they got good results 
from the acreage they did plant. 
I’ll bet the modem farmer would 
not raise any more stuff than 
their daddies did if they had to 
use the same kind of farm im­ 
plements.
